The fires, raging along the entire 
Pacific coast from Southern Cali­ 
fornia to British Columbia, were

Instead of becoming the ruler of the w orld as he 
had so long dreamed, thus placing himself above Alexander, 
Caesar or Napoleon, the kaiser found himself a fugitive from 
his own land and for nearly six years tile once haughty war 
lord has been only a spectator of the world dram? which is 
now* played by others.

It is 
not likely that one needs to remind him when it rolls around.

UNDER LAIE IGT 


New Citizenship Act to Give 
Indians Vote Next 
Fall 


WASHINGTON, 
July 
IG.—Pro­ 
vided the various states that em­ 
brace their reservations will set up 
the necessary machinery, thousands 
of Indians will become voters in the 
coming elections as a result of the 
Citizenship Act passed at the recent 
session of Congress. 
With the passage of the law every 
i.ative-born Indian in 
the 
Toited 
States automatically became a citi­ 
zen, Commissioner Burke recently 
estimating the number at approxi­ 
mately 125,000. At least one fourth 
of this number, it is calculated, are 
adults and therefore entitled 
to 
vote in states where the election 
laws fix certain qualfications. such 
as educational, property ownerthi# 
or payment of poll taxes, that, tthe 
new Indian citizens may not be able 
to meet. 
However, this condition is believ­ 
ed to be only a minor hindrance to 
the newly enfranchised India us go­ 
ing to the polls, the chief obstacle 
mentioned being the lack of organ­ 
ized machinery. Most of the Indians, 
it is pointed out, live on closed res­ 
ervations 
located 
in 
unorganized 
counties where there are no offi­ 
cials to provide the necessary bal­ 
lots, polling places and other elec­ 
tion facilities. 
Not only the Indians in the par­ 
ticular circumstances described are 
prevented from easting their votes, 
but even white citizens living on the 
reservations have no such oppor­ 
tunity. 
In one or two states, however, 
this condition is said to have been 
remedied by counties bordering on 
Indian reservation* permitting the 
citizens in unorganized jurisdiction* 
to cast their ballots in the adjoin­ 
ing counties. 
More than 200,000 Indians had 
been made citizens before the pas­ 
sage of the new citizenship act and 
a large percentage of these are said

Mayor O. A. Cargill pounded his 
desk and declared be would make 
immediate inquiry. 
According to Pryor and Connal­ 
ly, the wages for carpenters at the 
dam range from 60 to 80 cents per 
hour, 
while the minimum 
union 
wage scale in the city is $1 per 
bour. 
Pryor announced that affidavits 
would be furnished the commission, 
showing numerous dam workers who 
were not local citizens. 
\ 
Connally indicated he would not 
grant permission to the dam con­ 
tractors to install a 10-hour day, as 
requested Saturday. 
"If we make one exception to the 
state law we will have to make 
many,” he said. "I do not see why 
they cannot run three 8-hour shifts.”

At 16 Sneed forsook his Missis­ 
sippi farm home and went to war 
with the Eighteenth regiment of 
Mississippi infantry, a unit of Long- 
streets corps, part of General Lee’s 
army of the Potomac. Twice he was 
captured by the Union forces, being 
a prisoner at Point Lookout, Md.,

Lee 
surrendered' at

mattax April 9, 1865. Sneed had 
been one of the rear guards of the 
retreating Confederates cut off at 
Sailors Creek by a division of Union 
cavalry under General Custer, after 
wards massacred by Sioux Indians 
at the battle of the Little Big Horn.

A Kink for Paperhangers 
When hanging wall paper on a side 
wall it is necessary to sec the edge of the 
paper from top to bottom in order to get 
the correct lap. This is very difficult to do 
when wearing spectacles, for it is impos­ 
sible to see through them as well as with 
the naked eye. It has been found that this 
difficulty can be eliminated to a great ex­ 
tent by driving a small lath nail slightly 
into the wall on the edge of the paper as 
far from the edge as is necessary to get the 
correct lap, and at a point about one-third 
of the length from the top. The nail can 
readily be seen and the paper hung 
against it. Only the slightest fraction of 
an inch lap is needed in lapping, and this 
lap can be rolled down so as to present 
the appearance of a perfect butt joint.

"Mix thoroughly fifty pounds of 
bran, three pounds of paris green 
or

pounds 
of 
white arsenic (other poisons are not 
advised, although four pounds of 
calcium arsenate may 
be 
used); 
then mix one gallon of molasses and 
six lemons finely chopped, in eight 
Pour the 
liquid mixture into the dry mixtur* 
and stir thoroughly, so that tnx 
entire concoction wilj be of uniform 
consistency. This 
amount 
will be 
enough to treat six acres of grass­ 
hoppers, It should be applied only 
on that part of the field that is In­ 
fested. 
"The mixture should be applied 
in the afternoon. In the evening the 
grasshoppers come out of the shady 
places. At that time they can eat 
the mixture while it is fresh. It will 
make a good breakfast food (poi­ 
sonous) next morning for the pests. 
"In localities where machines for 
catching grasshoppers can be used 
the insects can be not only control­ 
led, but also captured and stored 
for chicken feed."
